NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that a public hearing on the matter of adoption of rules 
and regulations for the South Coast Air Quality Management District (South Coast AQMD), or 
the amendments thereto, will be held on Friday, September 2, 2022 in the Dr. William A. Burke 
Auditorium at South Coast AQMD, 21865 Copley Drive, Diamond Bar, CA 91765, at 9:00 a.m., 
at which time evidence will be taken and all interested persons will be heard by the South Coast 
AQMD Board. The meeting could be conducted either all virtual or through a hybrid format of in-
person/virtual attendance via videoconferencing and by telephone with opportunities for public 
comment. Given the health and safety concerns regarding the coronavirus (COVID-19), 
auditorium seating availability may be limited, and meeting format may be changed to full remote 
via webcast.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the South Coast AQMD is considering the adoption 

of Proposed Amended Rule 218.2 – Continuous Emission Monitoring System: General Provisions 
(PAR 218.2) and Proposed Amended Rule 218.3 – Continuous Emission Monitoring System: 
Performance Specifications (PAR 218.3). The objective of PAR 218.2 is to further specify the 
Executive Officer discretion for recertification and exemption, extend the recordkeeping period, 
and allow more time for submitting the relative accuracy test audit report. The objective of PAR 
218.3 is to clarify the linearity error test procedure, provide an option to validate and accept data 
that falls in the data monitoring gap for a dual range analyzers, and add specifications on mass 
emission calculations and data substitution procedures for both general operations and startup or 
shutdown periods with mass emission limits in minute increments.  

 

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that PAR 218.2 and PAR 218.3 will be submitted to the 
California Air Resources Board and the United States Environmental Protection Agency for 
inclusion into the State Implementation Plan. 

 
NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that PAR 218.2 and PAR 218.3 implement Sections 

110, 172, 182(e), and 189 of the Clean Air Act. 
 

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that pursuant to the California Environmental Quality 
Act (CEQA) Guidelines Sections 15002(k) and 15061, the proposed project is exempt from CEQA 
pursuant to CEQA Guidelines Section 15061(b)(3). A Notice of Exemption will be prepared 
pursuant to CEQA Guidelines Section 15062, and if the proposed project is approved, the Notice 
of Exemption will be filed for posting with the State Clearinghouse of the Governor’s Office of 
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Planning and Research, and with the county clerks of Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside, and San
